Supreme Court Jurisdiction 

jhe term "jurisdiction" means a courfs legal power and authority to hear particular types of cases. 
The supreme court has final state appellate jurisdiction in civil and criminal matters: 

1 . CIVIL APPEALS: The supreme court must accept appeals fiom final decisions by the superior 
court in civil cases (including cases which originated in ad^ninistrative agencies). 

2. The supreme court may exercise its discretion to accept: 

a. CRIMINAL APPEALS, fiom decisions ofthe court of appeals or upon certification fiom the 
court of appeals that the case involves a sigmficant question of constitutional law or an issue of 
substantial public interest; and 

b. PETTnONS, fiom non-final decisions by the superior court in civil cases and fiom final 
decisions ofthe superior court on review of the district courfs decisions in civil matters. 

3. ORIGINAL APPLICATIONS: The supreme court may also exercise its discretion to hear matters 
in which relief is not otherwise available, including bar admission and attorney discipline matters 
and questions of state law certified fiom the federal courts.

Chief Jnstice Dana Fabe has served on the Supreme Court since March 
1996 and is the first woman to serve on the court Chief Justice Fabe was 
bom in Cincinnati, Ohio on March 29, 1951. She holds a B.A. degree 
from Cornell University and a J.D. degree from Northeastera University 
School of Law. Chief Justice Fabe clerfced for Justice Edmond W. Burke 
of Alaska Supieme Court in 1976-77. She served as a staff attomey for 
the Alaska Public Defender Agency from 1977-81, and in 1981 she was 
appointed by the govemor to be Chief Public Defender for Alaska. She 
was a member of the Board of Govemors of the Alaska Bar Association 
in 1987-88. Chief Justice Fabe was appointed to the superior court beneh 
in Anchorage in 1988. She was Deputy Presiding Judge of the Third 
Judicial District from 1992-95, as well as a Training Judge for the Third 
Judicial District She served as Chief Justice of the Supreme Court from 
Juty 2000-2003 and was elected second vice-president of the Conference 
of Chief Justices. She began her current term as Chief Justice in July 
2006. She is a member of the Board of Directors of the American 
Judicature Society. She currently chairs the Alaska Supreme Courrs Civil 
Rules Committee, the Alaska Supreme Courf s Judicial Outreach 
Commission, the Alaska Court System's Law Day Steering Committee, 
and the Alaska Teaching Justice Network. She also serves as co-chair of 
the Alaska Bar Association's Gender Equality Section. She is married to 
Randall Simpson and they have a daughter, Mia. 

Justice Warren \V. Matthews was born April 5, 1 939, in Santa Cruz, 
California. He holds a BA. degree from Stanford University (1961) and 
J.D. from Harvard University Law School (1964). He was in private 
praetice in Anchorage from 1965 through 1977. He served as a member 
of the Board of Govemors of the Alaska Bar Association, the Alaska Bar 
Elhics and Unauthorized Practices Committee, and the Supreme Court 
Criminal Rules Revision Cpmmittee. He was appointed to the Alaska 
Supreme Court on May 26, 1977. He served as Chief Justice from 
October 1987 to September 1990, and July 1997 to June 2000. He was 
former Board Member and Second Vice-President, Conference of Chief 
Justices. He was chairman, Alaska Judicial Council, October 1987 
through September 1 990, and July 1997 to June 2000. He served on the 
Alaska Sentencing Commission, 1990 through 1993. He resides in 
Anchorage. He is married to Donna Matthews. They have two children. 

Justice Robert L. Eastangh was born in Seatde in 1943 and first 
traveled to Alaska in 1944. In early 1946 the family permanently returned 
to Alaska, where his parents had been born; Justice Eastaugh was raised 
in Juneau, where his father, F.O. Eastaugh, and grandfather, R.E. 
Robertson, both practiced law. Justice Eastaugh graduated from Juneau- 
Douglas High School in 1961. He holds a B. A. in English Literature from 
Yale University and a J.D. from the University of Michigan Law School. 
He was admitted to praetice law in Alaska in 1968. He was an Alaska 
Assistant Attomey General from 1968-1 969 and an Assistant District 
Attomey from 1969 - 1972. He was in private praetice at Delaney, Wiles, 
Hayes, Reitman & Brubaker, Inc. between 1972 and 1994. His 
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Professional emphasis was on appcals. Govemor Walter J. Hickel 
appointed him to the suprerae court He took office on April 18, 1994. He 
has been co-chair of the Alaska Supreme Courfs Faimess and Access 
Implementation Comrnittee since 1998, has been a member of the Alaska 
Supreme Courfs Appellate Rules Committee since 1985, chaired an 
Alaska Court System committee that revised personnel rules and 
procedures on m'scriminatory harassment, and was a Bar Examiner for the 
Alaska Bar Association in the early 1 980's. He was a charter member of 
the Advisory Committee on Rules of Practice and Internal Operating 
Procedures for the Ninth Circuit, serving from 1 983-1 992. He chairs an 
Alaska Supreme Court committee to reduce appellate delay. He has two 
grown children. 

Justice Walter L. Carpeneti was bom in San Francisco in 1945. He 
graduated with an A.B. degree (with distinction) in History from Stanford 
University in 1967, and received a JJD. degree from the University of 
California at Berkeley in 1970, where he was managing editor of the law 
review. He was a law clerk for Justice John H. Dimond of the Alaska 
Supreme Court in 1970-71. From 1972 to 1974 he was in private practice 
in San Francisco, first with Melvin Belli and then in an office with his 
father, retiied San Francisco Superior Court Judge Walter I. Carpeneti, 
and his brother, Richard Carpeneti. He returned to Alaska in 1974 as the 
Public Defender in Juneau. He Ieft that office in 1978 to go into practice 
with William T. Council, where he stayed until appointed to the Superior 
Court by Govemor Jay Hammond in 1981. He was a judge of that court 
in Juneau until 1998, when he was appointed to the Supreme Court by 
Govemor Tony Knowles. He was married to Anne Dose Carpeneti in 
1969, and they have four children: Christian, Marianna, Lia, and Bianca.

Supreme Court Jurisdiction 

The term "jurisdiction" means a courf s legal power and authority to hear particular types of cases. 

The supreme court has final State appellate jurisdiction in ciyil and criminal matters: 

1. crVTL APPEALS: The supreme court must acccpt appeals from final decisions by the superior 

court in civil cases (including cases which originated in administrative agencies). 
2 The supreme court may exercise its discretion to accept: 

a. CRIMINAL APPEALS, from decisions of the court of appeals or upon cerufication from the 
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court of appeals that the case involves a significant question of constitutional law or an issue of 
substantial public interest; and 

b PEHTIONS, from non-final decisions by the superior court in civil cases and from final 
decisions of the superior court on review of the district courfs decisions in civil matters. 

3 ORIGINAL APPLICATIONS: The supreme court may also exercise its discretion to hear matters 
in which relief is not otherwise available, including bar admission and attomey discipline matters 
and questions of state law certified from the federal courts.

Supreme Court Justices 

Chief Justice Dana Fabe has served on the Supreme Court since March 
1996 and is the first woman to serve on the court. Chief Justice Fabe was 
bommCmcmnati,OhioonMarch29, 1951. SheholdsaBAdegree 
from Cornell University and a J.D. degree from Northeastern University 
School of Law. Chief Justice Fabe clerked for Justice Edmond W. Burke 
of Alaska Supreme Court in 1976-77. She served as a staffattorncy for 
the Alaska Public Defender Agency from 1977-81, and in 1981 she was 
appointed by the govemor to be Chief Public Defender for Alaska. She 
was a member of the Board of Governors of the Alaska Bar Association 
in 1987-88. Chief Justice Fabe was appointed to the superior court bench 
in Anchorage in 1988. She was Deputy Presiding Judge of the Third 
Judicial District from 1992-95, as well as a Traming Judge for the Third 
Judicial District. She served as Chief Justice of the Supreme Court from 
July 2000-2003 and was elected second vice-president of the Conference 
ofChief Justices. She began her current term as Chief Justice in July 
2006. She is a member of the Board of Directors of the American 
Judicature Society. She currently chairs the Alaska Supreme Courfs Civil 
Rules Committee, the Alaska Supreme Court's Judicial Outreach 
Cornmission, the Alaska Court System's Law Day Steering Committee, 
and the Alaska Teaching Justice Network. She also serves as co-chair of 
the Alaska Bar Association's Gender Equality Section. She is married to 
RandaU Simpson and they have a daughter, Mia. 

Justice Warren W. Matthews was bom April 5, 1939» in Santa Cruz, 
California, He holds a B.A. degree from Stanford University (1961) and 
JD. from Harvard University Law School (1964). He was in private 
practice in Anchorage from 1965 through 1977. He served as a member 
of the Board of Governors of the Alaska Bar Association, the Alaska Bar 
Etincs and Unauthorized Practices Committee, and the Supreme Court 
Criminal Rules Revision Committee. He was appointed to the Alaska 
Supreme Court on May 26, 1977. He served as Chief Justice from 
October 1987 to September 1990, and July 1997 to June 2000. He was 
fonner Board Member and Second Vice-President, Conference of Chief 
Justices. He was chairman, Alaska Judicial Council, October 1987 
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through September 1 990, and JuJy 1 997 to June 2000. He served on the 
Alaska Sentencing Commission, 1990 through 1993. He resides in 
Anchorage. He is married to Donna Matthews. They have two children. 
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Justice Robert L. Eastaugh was bom in Seattle in 1943 and first 
traveled to Alaska in 1944. In early 1946 the family permanently retumed 
to Alaska, where his parents had been bom. Justice Eastaugh was raised 
in Juneau, where his father, F.O. Eastaugh, and grandfather, R.E. 
Robertson, both practiced law. Justice Eastaugh graduated from Juneau- 
Douglas High School in 1 961 . He holds a B.A. in English Literature from 
Yale University and a J.D. from the University of Michigan Law School. 
He was admitted to practice law in Alaska in 1968. He was an Alaska 
Assistant Attorney General from 1 968 - 1969 and an Assistant District 
Attorney from 1969 - 1972. He was in private practice at Delaney, Wiles, 
Hayes, Reitman & Brubaker, Inc. between 1972 and 1994. His 
Professional emphasis was on appeals. Governor Walter J. Hickel 
appointed him to the supreme court He took office on April 1 8, 1 994. He 
has been co-chair of the Alaska Supreme Court's Faimess and Access 
Implementation Committee since 1998, has been a member of the Alaska 
Supreme Courf s Appellate Rules Committee since 1985, chaired an 
Alaska Court System committee that revised personnel rules and 
procedures on discriminatory harassment, and was a Bar Examiner for the 
Alaska Bar Association in the early 1980's. He was a charter member of 
the Advisory Committee on Rules of Practice and Internal Operating 
Procedures for the Ninth Circuit, serving from 1983-1992. He chairs an 
Alaska Supreme Court committee to reduce appellate delay. He has two 
grown children. 

Justice Walter L. Carpeneti was bom in San Francisco in 1 945. He 
graduated with an A.B. degree (with distinction) in History from Stanford 
University in 1967, and received a J.D. degree from the University of 
California at Berkeley in 1 970, where he was managing editor of the law 
review. He was a law clerk for Justice John H. Dimond of the Alaska 
Supreme Court in 1970-71 . From 1972 to 1974 he was in private practice 
in San Francisco, first with Melvin BelH and then in an office with his 
father, retired San Francisco Superior Court Judge Walter I. Carpeneti, 
and his brother, Richard Carpeneti. He retumed to Alaska in 1 974 as the 
Public Defender in Juneau. He left that office in 1 978 to go into practice 
with William T. Couneil, where he stayed until appointed to the Superior 
Court by Governor Jay Haromond in 1 98 1 . He was a judge of that court 
in Juneau until 1998, when he was appointed to the Supreme Court by 
Governor Tony Knowles. He was mairied to Anne Dose Carpeneti in 
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1969, and they have four children: Christian, Marianna, Lia, and Bianca. 

Jostice Alesander O. Bryner retired on October 31, 2007. 
Appointment of a new justice is eipected soon.
